The Lord's Supper. 

A brother writes us for inform- 
ation on the Lord's Supper, lie 
teume to have a difficulty in har- 
monizing the language of Paul in 
1 Cor. 11 : 34, "If any man hun- 
ger let him eat at home," with our 
practice of eating a lull meal in 
connection with the communion. 

It is no wonder that some of 
our younger ministers get con- 
fused on this question when we 
find that even 8. Z. Sharp and 
Leonard Huber in their so-called 
Brethren's Quarterly, and the pub- 
lisher of the Quarterly for Bible 
alone Students, instead of teach- 
ing I he views maintained by the 
forensic eloquence of our breth- 
ren of the past and present in 
the encounters with the learning 


Did Christ eat a tapper, or in- 
stitute a supper, after supper ? 

Pool says in 1 Cor. 11 : 25, 
Likewise the cup after be had 
sapped, meaning to say that as 
he took the bread and brake and 
bleseed it after supper, so alio be 
took the cup and t leased it after 
■upper. Bee tbe same expression 
used by Luke in his gospel, 22 
chap., 20th verse. Undoubtedly 
the supper spoken of by Paul 
and Luke in the above quotations 
have reference to the evening 
meal spoken of in Hark 14 1 12, 
22, Matt. 26 1 17, 26, Luke 22 : 7, 
19, John 18 : 1, 31, where Christ 
ate a supper with his disciples 
washed the disciple's feet, and 
instituted the emblems of the 
communion of the broken body 
and shed blood. > 

As Christ himself ate a full 
meal with hit disciples when he 
instituted the bread and eup, 
Paul would not condemn such a 
practice among the Corinthians. 
Paul in speaking of tbe man- 
ner of the Corinthians deplores 
the fact that in eating each par- 
took before other bis own supper, 
and one is hungry and another 
is drunken. 

Id this place Paul finds fault 
that some were hungry after the 
eatinf. Some were drunken or 
glutton, after eating, and others 
remained hungry after eating. 
This was wrong, the result of 
each one eating before other hie 
own supper. Some bad eaten to 
excess because they had plenty, 
and others remained hungry be- 
cause, on aoconnt of their pover- 
ty, or from some other cause they 
bad not sufficient to satisfy their 
appetites. They should have eat 
en the Lord's Supper by placing 
what they bad all brought for the 
occasion upon a common table, 
the Lord's Table, end then all 
have eaten at tbe same time. 
Those who could not wait, or 
"tarry," until the meal was prop- 
erly placed, too hungry to .wait, 
Paul admonishes in the 84 verse 
to eat at home. 

All is nluin when we take in 
consideration : 

1st. That a supper is a, full 
meal eaten in the evening. 

2nd. That the Lord's Supper 
referred to by Paul refers to 
the supper Christ ate with his 
disciplee the night of his betray 


with them, will have enough to 
eat ao that none will need to leave 
the place hungry. After tbe 
Lord's Supper is eaten, then with 
your hearts and minds pre pen d 
by remembering the last supper 
the Lord eat with hia disciples in 
the upper room in Jerusalem, to 
which all tbe evangelist* give 
witnese, you will celebrate the 
death of Christ in the eating of tbe 
bread that wae blessed after sap 
per, and drinking the cup tbat waa 
likewise Messed alter sapper, 
shewing forth tbe Lord's death 
till be come. But let a man ex- 
amine himself and so let him eat 
of that bread and drink ot that 
cup, tor be that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily eateth and drinketh 
damnation unto himself not dis- 
cerning the Lord's body.

ing that the bread and wine ot 
tbe communion is the Lord's 
Supper. 

Paul does not condemn the 
eating of a full meal in connec- 
tion with the eucharistic emblems 
as some suppose. 

The Lord's Supper, a term ueed 
alone by Paul, in the New Tes- 
tament, and by him only once, 
has afar more reasonable appli- 
cation to the Supper of the Lord, 
of which the Lord himself par- 
took: with his disciples the night 
of his betrayal, than to apply it 
to the bread and wine only, of 
which Christ did not partake 
himself. 

Paul in alluding to theencher- 
ietic emblems does not speak of 
eating the Lord's Supper, or of 
eating the communion, bat ot 
eating the bread and drinking tbe 
cap. Notice how frequently these 
terms eating and drinking are re- 
peated in this same eleventh chap- 
ter of let Cor. 

It Paul meant to designate tbe 
bread and cup, by the term Lord's 
Supper, in the 20th verse, it is 
strange that he did not repeat the 
term in his frequent subsequent 
allusions to the communistic em- 
blems. 


be perpetuated in the church. 

3rd. The bread and wino, 
which was instituted by the Lord 
was never called a supper, and 
never spoken of as hiving been 
eaten. 

4th. That the Corinthians in 
celebrating the ordinances turn - 
ed'the occasion into Bacchana- 
lian revel, eome ot them eating 
with greed and to excess, and 
others remaining hungry. 

5, That Paul condemned their 
feasting, because of tbe excess in 
dulged in by some, which sent 
others away from the feast hun- 
gry- 

6. Tbat only those who were 
greedy, too hungry to wait, and 
would eat to excees, were meant 
by Paul's injunction if any one 
hunger let him eat at home. 

Therefore, brethren, if you 
come together to eat tbe Lord's 
Supper, provide for a full meal 
to be eaten in (he evening of the 
day, if you think you cannot tar- 
ry until tbe supper is placed up- 
on tbe table eat somet hing.before 
yon leave home. Prepare enough 
so all the brethren who meet for 
the occasion, some of which are 
poor and others for other causes 
will bring bat little or nothing 


"Diverging" Element. 

The Gospel Messenger, No. 19, 
contains an article trom the pen 
of Eld. B. F. Moomaw, under the 
heading, "Ye know what manner 
ot spirit ye are of." Luke 9 : 55, 
which is a reply to the article by 
A. E. Urr, which we copied, in 
the Evahoelist, from the Gospel 
Messenger, a tew weeks ago. It 
seems that Eld. Moomaw consid- 
ers that Bro. Orr'e article reflects 
upon himself aa an unsonnd 
reaeoner and "hobby-rider," and 
tbe elder tails back on his record 
for loyalty and usefulness in the 
church and the honorable men- 
tion that bis article has received 
from the Messenger, and encour- 
aging approvale it has received 
irom the most useful brethren, 
whose intelligence will compare 
favorably with tbe best, in city 
or country, (Bro. Orr Uvea in the 
city and considers himself intel- 
ligent.) And then the elder es 
says to censure the Oospel Mes- 
senger for publishing Bro. Orr'e 
article, and the editor of the 
Messenger makes an humble ac- 
knowledgement and apology for 
having done so. Yet Bro. Orr'e 
article was the best written, most 
logical, and scriptural article that 
appeared in tbe Messenger lor 
many a day. 

It is claimed by Eld. Moomaw, 
and the Messenger editor sees it 
now too, tbat Bro. Orr's article is 
a thrust against tbe church. No 
notice is taken of Eld. Eby's ex- 
pression that the church ie "Gan- 
grened," bat when Bro. Orr 
claime that the discussion of side 
issues, upon which the Goepel is 
as silent as the grave, with no 
better arguments to sustain their 
hobbies that the expression "ac 
cording to the Gospel as under- 
stood by our Brotherhood," ia 
egotism and unaound reasoning, 
be is assailed as speaking disre- 
spectful of the church. It ia 
plain to be seen that editor 
Brumbaugh's "diverging ele- 
ments" are still at work in the 
German Baptist church. The 
elders, considering themselves 
the churcb, when their hobbies 
and their manner of riding them 
are called in question, insist that 
the church is aaailed and frantic- 
ally -jry for help to save it from 
the "gangrenooa" infection'. 

While the city brother and bia 
supporters evidently think that 
what the elders bave mistake for 
gangrene, is the sound flesh, but 
that the body ia paralysed by the 
aide issues of the "hobby riders" 
upon which "the Gospel ia aa si- 
lent aa the grave." 

We cannot help to be Interes- 
ted in this controversy, aa we 
but lately were active partici- 
pants in it ourselves. There waa 


an excuse for it then aa we pre- 
ferred to have tbe churcb return 
to ita original platform, the Oos- 
pel alone, without a divlaion, 
bat now since tbe division waa 
forced upon the progressives, 
on the part of the elders above 
alluded to, and there ia now a 
Brethren church, reorganized on 
the original platforms, we think 
tbat Bro. Orr and others would 
do well to identify themselves 
with that church, and not waste 
their time and talents in fighting 
a Gospel church on one band and< 
the "bobby riders" on the other. 
There will be divergent ele 
mente in a church aa long as one 
part is mounted upon Gospel 
steeds and the other part on hob- 
by horses. An army composed 
ot such cavalry will not be very 
efficient, for the line* will be un- 
even, and one will binder the 
progress of tbe other.

It ia 
now not tar trom ten years since 
such a warfare was commenced ; 
and the same ground baa been 
traveled over and over 'again, 
u nti I those who were in the early 
contests are as familiar with it 
as the wife ia with the voice of 
her husband, after the celebra- 
tion of tbe golden wedding. 
Things have now changed ; we 
must build ap in many places 
withont first tearing down old 
structures and clearing away the 
rubbish. The membership ot 
our congregations is largely 
composed of those who never 
felt the patriotic zeal that burns 
in tbe bosoms of those who were 
born, and reared upon meat 
brought from the Dankard 
slaughter bouse. It ia not ex- 
pedient to continue this contest 
indefinitely. 

But with as it is not whether 
it ie expedient ; but is it right 1 

With many who were in the 
forefront, the torches of indigna- 
tion will not go out so long aa 
warm blood courses through 
their arteries. They had a 
cause for tbe feeling, and bo bee 
Brother Lair. Tbe trials which 
they passed through are only 
another turn of. oft- repeated 
history, where a premium waa 
paid for insults to justice and the 
truth, and for enme j and men 
who were tbe most guilty were 
most bonored. 

We dare say tbat it is no long- 
er right to spend much space in 
this paper in holding up to 
shame and contempt those who 
are decayed at the core. We 
have beautiful gardena in the 
divine field with many yeutbtal 
plants and they demand onr 
earnest attention. They need 
the sincere milk of the word, and 
the powers and beauty of a con- 
secrated life should be fortified 
in the desires ot their hearts. 
We follow, in a great measure 
the lead ot the conversation we 
live in and the matter we read. 
Upon the youthful mind tbe 
constant denunciation of others 


is poisonous. It creates distrust 
in humanity, and even in God ; 
snd instead of drawing strength 
for spiritual work from the 
Great Vine and tbe beauties of 
an endleaa lite, tbe individual ia 
impelled by a spirit ot rivalry, 
and too often a aenae of hatred. 

The general hearing and bur- 
den of language of every follower 
of Christ should be to overcome 
evil with good. Christ is our 
example. Through a ministry 
of several years we bave no evi- 
dence that he denounced individ- 
uals more than a few times ; and 
yet it ia better to censure corrupt 
men when tfaey insinuate them- 
selves in a worthy rank, than to 
denounce the rank because it ia 
thus peetered. Every . ship ia 
troubled more or less with bar- 
nacles. 

It ia no one's purpose to close 
these columns against exposing 
error, and defending the truth, 
and while thia ia being done let 
the fact be born in mind that we 
may not all be guiltless, and that 
hard truths, mildly spoken carry 
conviction more readily in print, 
than any other.
